Assailant Slain 
Reputed Leader 
Of Mafia Shot 


NEW YORK (U PI)—Joseph 
A. Colombo Sr., reputed lea­ 
der of one of New Y ork’s five 
Mafia families, was shot in 
t h e 
h e a d 
and 
critically 
wounded by a black m an to­ 
day 
at an 
Italian-American 
Unity Day rally. 
The 
young 
gunm an 
was 
shot and killed by police as a 
crowd 
of 
several 
thousand 
watched in stunned silence. 
The assailant w as not im m e­ 
diately identified. 
Witnesses said Colombo, 48, 
w as moving among a crowd 
of 
well-wishers 
tow ard 
the 
speakers platform when the 
gunm an grabbed him by the 
neck, spun him around and 
shot him in the head. 
The gunman, carrying a ca­ 
m era and wearing what ap­ 
peared to be press creden­ 
tials, had been standing near­ 
by with a black woman, the 
witnesses said. He was in his 
early 
20s 
and 
wore 
green 
trousers and a green shirt, 
they said. 
Both Colombo and the gun­ 
m an were taken to Roosevelt 
Hospital 
a 
block 
away. 
A 
priest administered the last 
rites of the Rom an Catholic 
Church to the wounded m an 
in the em ergency room. 
The shooting happened at 
about 11:15 a.m., 45 minutes 
before the scheduled start of 
the Columbus Circle rally or­ 
ganized by Colombo and his 
son, 
Anthony, 
27. 
Speakers 
pleaded with the crowd to re­ 
main calm and not to leave 
the area. 
Anthony Colombo had pre­ 
dicted 250,000 persons would 
attend the second annual Un­ 
ity Day rally but the crowd 
only num bered several thou­ 
sand at that point. 


The younger Colombo had 
said the demonstration was 
“ for ordinary people to show 
pride in their heritage and 
love of their country.” The 
speakers platform and build­ 
ings in the area, including the 
hospital, 
were 
draped 
with 
red, black and green 
flags 
and bunting in honor of the 
observance. 


Colombo, a founder of the 
Italian A merican Civil Rights 
League and the moving force 
behind the unity day obser­ 
vance, was a d m i t t e d to 
Roosevelt Hospital “ in critical 
condition with a g u n s h o t 
wound-ci the head,” a hospital 
spokesman said.

“ a 
male dead on arriv al” 
also 
was brought to the hospital. 


UPI 
photographer 
Dirck 
Halstead 
said

gunman

Colombo’s head as he was

black woman near Colombo 
as Colombo talked to a small 
group in

form. 


Cecora said he turned away 


m om entarily, 
heard 
a 
shot 


and saw people “ pouncing on 
the black photographer.” He 
said he then heard six shots 
in rapid succession. 


War Secrets 
Delivered 


To Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Defense 
D epartm ent 
deliv­ 
ered its top secret history of 
the origins of the 
Vietnam 
W ar to Congress today with a 
warning that their public dis­ 
closure 
would 
pose 
“ grave 
and im m ediate dangers to the 
national security.” 


Pentagon m essengers car­ 
ried two cartons filled with 
the 47 volume documents to 
the Capitol office of Senate 
President Pro-Tern Allen J. 
Ellender, D-La. 


A sim ilar set of volumes was 
delivered to House 
Speaker 
Carl Albert. 


The Senate volumes were 
locked in a vault in the office 
of F ran k Valeo, secretary of 
the 
senate, 
and 
the 
House 
copies w ere put under lock 
and key in the House Armed 
Services Committee. 


Only congressmen will be 
allowed to read them, 
and 
they m ay not take notes. 


Ellender read parts of a let­ 
ter from 
Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird saying that 
d i s c l o s u r e would lead to 
“ grave and im m ediate dang­ 
ers to the national security.” 


One of the Pentagon cou­ 
riers slashed open one of the 
boxes and Ellender withdrew 
two of the volumes —31 and 
32 —and held them up for 
photographers. A white cover 
sheet over the blue-bound vo- 
lumnes 
was 
stam ped 
“ Top 
S ecret” in block red letters.

Speck Death Reversed 
By Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Supreme 
Court 
today 
over­ 
ruled the death sentence gi­ 
ven Richard Speck for the 
m ass m u rder of eight Chicago 
nurses in 1966. 
The case was sent back to 
the Illinois courts for reconsi­ 
deration in light of previous 
Supreme Court decisions. 
One of them held that ju­ 
rors m ay not automatically 
be disqualified from serving 
because they have 
»cruples 
a b o u t capital punishment. 
They must be questioned fur­ 
ther to see if they could ne­ 
vertheless return an unbiased 
verdict, the Court held. 
Justice Hugo L. Black dis­ 
sented from the co urt’s action 
on Speck. The order said the 
judgm ent against Speck was 
reversed 
insofar as 
it 
im ­ 
posed 
the 
death 
sentence. 


That 
m eant 
the 
conviction 
still stands. 
Speck, 
29, 
was 
originally 
sentenced to die in the elec­ 
tric chair Jan. 31, 1969, for 
the 
m urder 
of the 
student 
nurses but his appeal to the 
Supreme Court prevem ed the 
execution. 
His law yer; also challenged 
the identification of Speck bv 
the one student r.urse, Cora­ 
zón 
Amurao. 
who 
su rv iv e : 
the m assacre in a townhouse 
near South Chicago Comm u­ 
nity Hospital. They also a r­ 
gued that publicity prevented 
a fair trial even when thn 
trial was removed from Chi­ 
cago to Peoria. 
The Illinois Supreme Court 
ruled on appeal that Speck’s 
guilt “ was established b°yond 
doubt and that he received a 
fair trial.”

Real Estate Salesmen 
Plane Crash Kills 
16 of 23 Aboard 


EUREKA, Calif. ( U P I ) - A 
twin-engined 
plane 
carrying 
real estate salesmen from a 
s e a c o a s t development in 
Northern California clipped a 
sewage 
treatm ent 
plant 
on 
takeoff and sm ashed into a 
huge rock in the Pacific Ocean 
surf Sunday night, killing 16 
of the 23 aboard. 
The plane was taking off 
from a private airstrip at the 
planned Shelter Cove 
rec re­ 
ational i m m u n i t y 206 miles 
north of San Francisco 
All 
seven survivors were hospi­ 
talized and expected to reco­ 
ver. 
Tom Wallace, a teen-ager 
from nearby Garberville, pad- 
died out 
into 
the 
pounding 
surf and brought 
buck 
two 
survivors on 
his 
surfboard. 
Site 
of 
the 
crash 
w a s 
about 300 feet off shore 
in 


rock-strewn surf below a per­ 
pendicular cliff which m ade 
im m ediate rescue extremely 
hazardous. 
“ I could hear people yelling 
for help,” said William Pass, 
who 
witnessed 
the 
crash. 
“ The plane had broken into 
pieces when it hit the rock 
and people were clinging to 
them 
“ There were a lot of fishing 
boats 
in 
the 
area 
and 
a 
a large c rr wd gathered on the 
beach but 
they 
couldn’t do 
anything

was pounding.” 
Pass said he and his wife 
were on the deck of 
their 
home overlooking the airstrip 
when the DC3 owned by Shel­ 
ter Cove Seapark Ltd. of Los 
Angeles was taking off into a 
north wind.

said Pass. “ It clipped the top 
of the sewage treatm ent plant 
and went head-on

BOSTON (U P I)—Dr. Daniel 
Ellsberg surrendered to feder­ 
al authorities today and ad­ 
m itted he was the source for 
a New York Times series on 
top 
secret 
Pentagon 
docu­ 
m ents on the Vietnam War. 


Ellsberg, his 
arm 
around 
his wife and accompanied by 
his two lawyers, cam e out of 
hiding to surrender to U.S. 
Attorney Herbert F. T ravers 
shortly before 10 a.m. EDT. 


Ellsberg was arraigned be­ 
fore U.S. M agistrate P eter W. 
Princi and released in $50,000 
bond without surety—meaning 
he did not have to post bail. 
The government 
had 
asked 
for $100,COO bond with surety. 
Princi continued the case to 
July 15 for a hearing on re­ 
moval of Ellsberg to Caliior- 
n i a 
t o 
a n s w e r 
federal 
charges. 
Lawrence P. Cohen, assis­ 
tant U.S. a ’torney, said the 
charges “ generally deal with 
espionage, in particular, un­ 
authorized possession and re­ 
tention of documents vital to 
the national defense.” 
He was mobbed by news­ 
men and spectators as he a r­ 
rived outside the Post Office 
Building, 
which 
houses 
the 
federal courts and T ra v e rs’ 
12th floor office. He adm itted 
before entering the building 
he had provided the Pentagon 
documents on 
U.S. 
involve­ 
ment in Vietnam to the New 
York Times. 
“ I felt as an American citi­ 
zen I could no longer cooper­ 
ate in concealing this infor­ 
mation 
from 
the 
American 
public,” 
he 
said, and criti­ 
cized the governm ent’s classi­ 
fication procedures. 


“ I did this clearly at my 
own jeopardy and I am pre­ 
pared to answ er to all the 
consequences of these deci­ 
sions,” Ellsberg said.

ily, w hatever these m ay be. 


Wouldn’t you go to prison to 


help end this w a r? ” 


Ellsberg also said he “ de­ 
livered” the Pentagon papers 
to. the Senate Foreign R ela­ 
tions Committee. 


The smiling Ellsberg, 40, a 
senior research associate at 
M assachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology (MIT), kept his 
a rm around his wife as they 
tried to get into the Federal 
Building. 


Attorney Charles R. Nesson 
drove up with the Ellsbergs, 
while Leonard B. Boudin, who 
also is counsel for Ellsberg, 
waited outside the building. 
About 100 persons burst into 
applause as Ellsberg arrived. 
A half dozen persons from MIT 
picketed 
the

with 
sign.i which read “ Why Ar­ 
rest Ellsberg” and “ Ellsberg 
Is a Real P atriot.” 


Newsmen mobbed Ellsberg 
and he answered questions in 
a flurry. He was delayed sev­ 
eral minutes before going into

press was barred.

gave

information 
contained in the Pentagon pa­ 
pers to the chairm an of the 
Foreign Relations Committee 
in the fall of 1969,” Ellsberg 
said.

Would Eliminate 1.5 Million Jobs 
Defense Cuts Urged 


W A S H I N G T O N 
(UPI)—Pentagon 
critics 
in 
the Senate try this week to 
cut 
back 
planned 
defense 
spending to $68 billion —$7 
billion less than Preisdent Nix­ 
on wants for the 12-month 
period starting July 1. 
Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird warned during the 
weekend that a budget cut of 
that stize would force him to 
eliminate up to 1.5 million mi­ 
litary and civilian jobs. Rut 
S e n s . 
William 
Proxmire, 
D-Wis., 
and 
Charles 
McC. 
Mathias Jr., R-Md., said they 
would move to impose the 


limit Tuesday. 
The 
current 
fiscal 
year 
ends at midnight Wednesday 
and, since no appropriations 
bills for the new year have 
been passed, Congress must 
approve a resolution author­ 
izing the government to go on 
spending money at old budget 
levels. 
Proxmire and Mathias want 
to amend that resolution so 
that Pentagon spending would 
be held to $68 billion over the 
next 12 months. 
The Pentagon had a budget 
of $06.6 billion in the current 
business year and President 


Nixon has asked for $75 bil­ 
lion for the coming year. On 
top of that Congress has all 
but approved $2 billion more 
in mandatory military pay 
raises —swelling the budget 
request to $77 billion and, in 
effect, making the proposed 
cut $9 billion. 
The Senate attempted 
to 
impose a similar limit last 
year but it losit by 11 votes. 
Backers of this year’s at­ 
tempt to cut the defense bud­ 
get said they would continue 
it on later money bills if Tues­ 
day’s move fails. 


Laird told UP! Saturday 
approval of the budget cut 
would mean “we would have 
to cancel, in the contract 
area, around 40 per cent of 
our existing contracts and we 
would not be able to place 
any new contracts. We would 
have to fire and let go about 
a million employes —more 
like 1.5 million.” 
He said this would repre­ 
sent a reduction of almost 50 
per cent in the manpower le­ 
vel of 2.5 million military jobs 
and 1.1 million civilian jobs 
which the Pentagon is plann­ 
ing for the next fiscal year.

Vietnamese still were holding 
the hill today. 
A Communist force overran 
Fuller early Thursday after a 
four-day battle for the base 
that effectively controls the 
major approaches to a num­ 
ber of American and South 
V i e t n a m e s e bases to the 
south. The South Vietnamese 
retook Fuller within 24 hours 
but made no effort to hold it. 
N o r t h Vietnamese com­ 
mandos crept back into the 
base Friday night and raised 
a huge Viet Cong flag atop 
Dong Ha mountain, but South 
Vietnamese artillery shot it 
away Saturday. 
The fight continued Sunday 
and 
South 
Vietnamese 
in­ 
fantrymen battled their way 
up the slopes of the mountain 
to recapture the base. They 
found the bodies of 26 Com­ 
munists killed in the fighting. 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
still were in the area, how­ 
ever, since Communist troops 
dumped three 120 mm mortar 
shells into Camp Carroll three 
miles east 
of Fuller only 
three hours after Fuller was 
reoccupied. 
No 
casualties 
were reported. 
In neighboring Cambodia, 
Communist troops late Sun­ 
day launched their fourth at­ 
tack in two days on govern­ 
ment soldiers guarding the 
midsection of Highway 4 from 
Phnom Penh to the sea. Cam­ 
bodian high command spokes­ 
man Lt. Col. Am Rong said 
the Cambodian troops at Sre 
Khlong 45 miles southwest of 
Phnom Penh drove off the

Navigational Aid 
Device Measures Ice Field Depth 


ALBUQUERQUE, 
N. 
M. 
(UPI) — Scientists at Albu­ 
querque’s 
Sandia 
Labora­ 
tories have developed a re­ 
mote ice measuring device 
designed to help navigators 
avoid 
the 
treacherous 
ice 
fields of Arctic waters, or at 
least find out where their 
ships can cut through the ice. 
A 19-man team, headed by 
Wayne Young of Sandia Labs, 
completed final testing of the 
S a n d i a Ice Penetrometer 
(SIP) during a recent 10-day 
trip to Greenland and Cana­ 
da. The device has now been 
turned over to the U.S. Coast 
Guard. 
The SIP, whose basic job is 
to determine the thickness of 
an ice pack, will enable the 
Coast Guard to “advise ships 
where the ice is thinnest and 
what the easiest route is for 
an (Arctic) trip,“ Young said. 
“ Hopefully, the penetrome­ 
ter can extend the usefulness 
of ships,” he said. 
“Some 
areas are not now navigated 
because ships don’t want to 
take a chance on ice con­ 
dition.” 
Use of the SIP should open 
up the ‘‘fringes on navigable 
areas,” Young said. A SIP is 
a dart-shaped projectile 42 in­ 
ches long and two and three- 
quarter inches in diameter. It 
weighs 50 
pounds 
and 
is 
equipped with a nose cone 
and tail fins. 
It is dropped over an ice 
field from an airplane at a 
fixed altitude and its velocity 
at impact can be calculated. 
Upon impact, a SIP breaks 
into two sections. The front 
three-fourths of the device, 
which contains a telemetry 
package, continues penetrat­ 
ing the ice pack 
until 
it 
reaches water under the ice. 
The detachable tail fin sec­ 
tion, which houses an an­ 


tenna, remains implanted in 
the ice at the point of impact. 
The two sections are con­ 
nected by an electrical cable. 
The telemetry unit senses the 
rate of deceleration of the pe­ 
netrometer and relays the in­ 
formation to the rear an­ 
tenna, 
where the data 
is 
transmitted back to the air­ 
craft. 
Young said the final tests 
on the device were conducted 
during April on ice fields near 


Thule Air Base in Greenland 
and Alert, Canada, a meteo­ 
rological station on the north­ 
ern tip of Ellesmere Island. 
T w e n t y-three SIPs were 
dropped from a C-54 airplane 
flying at 8,000 feet. After the 
test drops, a team went out to 
the drop site on snowmobiles 
and took a core sample of the 
ice to compare with the infor­ 
mation received from the pe­ 
netrometer. 
Preliminary analysis of the 
tests showed the data from 


the 
SIPs 
correlated 
very 
closely with the actual ice 
samples, Young said. 
The penetrometer is one of 
several techniques, including 
side-lboking radar, the Coast 
Guard uses to survey ice con­ 
ditions in the Arctic. 
But 
Young said the SIP has added 
“a third dimension to the re­ 
connaissance. It can also be 
used during Arctic winters, 
when visual observation is of 
no value.”

Housekeeping Hints 
LETS ASK THE COOK 
by Nm Wiley

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
former 
White 
House 
hou­ 
sekeeper says the millions of 
visitors who tour the execu­ 
tive mansion each year treat 
it with “great respect.” 
In her new book, “Keeping 
Up with Keeping House,” au­ 
thor Mary Kaltman who was 
food coordinator-housekeeper 
in the White House during the 
Johnson era, says she never 
saw “any deliberate careless­ 
ness.” 
“If 
someone 
dropped 
a 
scrap of paper, it was acci­ 
dental; if a guest touched a 
wall, it was with interested 
hands, and if children pressed 
their noses against a window- 
pane it was to have a closer 
look at the garden,” 
she 
wrote. 
There were some 
excep­ 
tions, however, including her 
“shock” to find a large wad 
of chewing gum stuck in the 
door paneling of the state din­ 
ing room, or a child on a VIP 
tour standing with muddy feet 
on a yellow satin bench. 
Her book is amazingly im­ 
personal and aimed at the 
harried housewife as a prac­ 
tical guide for homemaking. 
None of the days with Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson and his fami­ 
ly when he often would dine 
at 10 p.m. after extending a 
“You all come” invitation are 
covered in her book. And 
there are no intimate me­ 
moirs of what was involved in 
serving a first family. 
Instead, Miss Kaltman de­ 
scribes the White House as a 
“fascinating combination of 
private home, national monu­ 
ment, hotel, restaurant, thea­ 
ter, meeting house, museum 
and ace tourist attraction.” 
One chapter is devoted to 
housekeeping at 1600 Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue. She said every­ 
one who works in the White 
House “feels a personal obli­ 
gation to preserve its treas­ 
ures, and in the years I was 
there, I cannot remember any 


breakage of historical china.” 
This is a remarkable feat 
considering that a formal din­ 
ner for 100 guests requiries at 
least 
800 pieces of 
table 
china, 800 pieces of gold or 
silver flatware; 400 crystal 
glasses with stems washed by 
hand—plus 80 to 100 serving 
platters and bowls and more 
than 100 gold and silver serv­ 
ing forks, spoons, or ladles. 
She also disclosed that the 
housekeeper or head butler 
makes out a shopping list and 
one of the men in the store­ 
room, accompanied by the se­ 
curity guard sets off in an un­ 
marked car to buy groceries. 
She said nothing is ordered 
by telephone, nothing is deliv­ 
ered, 
nothing 
is 
accepted 
through the mails and shopp­ 
ing is limited to those com­ 
mercial establishments that 
have been thoroughly checked 
and cleared by the Secret 
Service. 


All bed linen is changed 
daily in the White House and 
towels are replaced as used. 
Most of the washing is done 
in the basement laundry, but 
oversized clean damask ban­ 
quet cloths go out to a com­ 
mercial laundry, and valuable 
large handmade lace and em­ 
broidered cloths are sent to a 
French hand laundry. 
Her tips for the housewife 
include: 
—“The kingpin of all kitch­

Dear Nan: 
When Pearl King wanted a 
r e c i p e for “Red Devil’s 
Food” cake you gave her one 
using sour cream or butterm­ 
ilk. Here is a favorite I have 
used for years. I prefer this 
recipe because it uses sweet 
milk, yet it is red and moist. 
So often you don’t have sour 
cream or buttermilk when you 
need it. You will need Va cup 
v e g e t a b l e shortening, % 
teasp. salt, 1 teasp. vanilla, 1 
teasp. soda, 114 cups sugar, 2 
e g g s , 3 ounces chocolate 
(melted) 2 cups sifted cake 
flour and 1 cup milk. Com- 
b i n e vegetable shor’eninp. 
salt, soda and vanilla. Add 
s u g a r gradually, blending 
well. Add the unbeaten eggs, 
one at a time, again beating 
well. Then add melted choco­ 
late. 
Add flour alternately with 
the milk. Blend till smooth. 
Pour into two deep 9-inch la­ 


yer pans greased with pan 
coating. Bake in a 350 oven 
30-35 minutes. Let cake stand 
for at least an hour after it is 
baked and iced before serv­ 
ing. The pan coating is made 
by mixing V2 cup vegetable 
shortening with % cup flour 
to 
smoothness. 
What 
isn’t 
used the first time may be 
stored in a covered container 
on a pantry shelf. It will s‘ay 
fresh and sweet indefinitely, 
may be used for greasing all 
sorts of cake and muffin tins, 
etc. To substitute cocoa for 
chocolate in this recipe use 14 
cup cocoa but reduce the 
flour to 1% cups.

“ Price per” is a special 
shelf tag run on a computer 
that enables the customer to 
see the exact price of an item 
in terms of its weight or 


measure, said William R. 
Deeley, president. 
Besides informing the custo­ 
mer of the over-all price, the 
tag also includes a breakdown 
into the price per pound, unit 
count, square foot, ounces or 
pints, depending on the pro­ 
duct. 
“ For example,” said Dee­ 
ley, “ if a customer sees an 
18-ounce box of corn flakes at 


41 cents and a 12-ounce box 
at 32 cents, the “price per” 
tag will explain the cost of 
the 18-ounce box is 36.4 cents

actually 
amounts to 42.6 cents

Electricity is one energy we 
canntit do without. Shut it off and 
most factories would shut down. 
The impact on all of our lives 
would be devastating. Electricity 
is also essential for cleaning up the 
environment. It is needed to 
operate systems to purify water, 
clean the air, recycle usable 
materials and dispose of waste. 


Fortunately, electricity is clean, 
flameless and odorless and doesn’t 
create by-products of combustion 
at its point of use. 


On the other hand, when fuel is 
burned in power plants, certain 
by-products of combustion are 


released into the atmosphere. This 
is also true when burning gas in 
homes, gasoline in autos or gas or 
oil in industrial plants. 


Emissions from power plants are . 
one of the things we’re working to 
control. In fact, Edison was 
among the first companies in the 
nation to activate extensive air 
pollution research programs. We 
were also one of the first utilities 
to use a low-sulphur, low-ash oil.

We are also making steady 
headway with other long-range 
environmental projects. These 
include improving the appearance 
of our transmission towers and 
substations and providing 
underground electric service.

Lyons, a native of Albany, 
N.Y., is a pensive, pale young 
man with penetrating eyes.

"Our crew consisted of 25 
m en," said Lewis, “ instead of 
the usutl 50. But those 25 
men worked full time. At a 
studio with 50 men half of 
them are doing nothing most 
of the tim e.” 
"I was going to shoot this 
picture in Vancouver,” M ar­ 
golis said. "B ut I want to be 
part of 
Hollywood’s 
com e­ 
back. And there are no finer 
technicians in the world than 
right here. 
"Also I’d like to prove that 
motion pictures don’t have to 
cost a 
fortune these 
days. 
While we were shooting we 
constantly were forced to im­ 
provise. 
That’s 
good. 
It's 
healthy and irnovative.” 
Lewis said, "There are tele­ 
vision shows*—not specials ei­ 
ther—with 
larger 
budge's 
than we worked with. But the 
cast and crew were enthusias­ 
tic. And that’s what made it 
all possible.” 
Now if "Lapin 360” has as 
many m erits 
as 
the 
films 
made 
by oldtime 
pioneers, 
Margolis and Lewis may well 
he in the van of a bright new 
movie era.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Six 
years ago, I became ill and 
the doctor told me 1 had cir­ 
rhosis of the liver. He put me 
on a fat-free diet, no alcohol 
and light work, no lifting. I 
am sticking to this advice, 
but I still don’t have a lot of 
energy and I wonder if you 
could advise me if there are 
any vitamins or diets that 
could help? Is there any oper­ 
ation that will help? 


Dear Reader — Lack of 
energy or fatigue 19 common 
in people with! chronia liver 
disease. I am sure that the 
vitamin B complex group, ta­ 
ken daily, would certainly not 
harm you and might be bene­ 
ficial. Many patients with 
long-standing 
liver 
disease 
are given supplementary vita­ 
mins and the n complex 
groups are the most impor­ 
tant ones. 
Some pa,tients with long­ 
standing liver disease also 
have anemia, which may con­ 
tribute to their sense df fa­ 
tigue, and, of course, a per­ 
son with liver disease can have 
anemia because of iron defi­ 
ciency or any of the other 
f a c t o r s that may cause 
anemia as well. A careful and 
thorough examination is nec­ 
essary, if an anemia 1» pre­ 
sent, to unmask any other 
factors besides the liver dis­ 
ease that might be 
con-

tributing to the problem. It 
would be particularly impor­ 
tant to treat tho anemia if 
that were true. 
From what you have told 
me, it sounds like you have 
had some very good advice. 
Certamly you should avoid el- 
cohol in all forms, particular­ 
ly if >ou still have some ev - 
dence of active liver disease 
which your letter suggests is 
the case. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What is 
wheat-germ oil? What is it 
good for? I understand that it 
has no special dietary claims. 
Dead Reader — Wheat- 
germ oil is taken from the 
growth part of the wheat 
seed. It is mostly a polyun­ 
saturated oil and contains nu­ 
merous 
v tan in s, 
i-rh’dmg 
the vi‘arr:n B complex groun 
and vitamir F. I : is n par­ 
ticularly rich source for v’ta- 
min T. Indviduals who be­ 
lieve that large amounts of 
vitamin E are useful for their 
health often use wheat-germ 
oil. Since vitamin E is abun­ 
dant 
in 
many food 
sub­ 
stances, this special effort is 
probably not necessary. Al­ 
though there have been some 
enthusiastic claims for vita­ 
min E, there is no evidence 
at this time that the admin­ 
istration of large doses of 
vitamin E to man has any ef­ 
fect whatsoever.

feet across the Santa Fe Rail­ 


road tracks from the w are­ 
house, caught on fire. Several 
engine com panies posted at 
the lum ber com pany quickly 
doused the new fire. Flam es 
at one point leaped m ore than 
100 feet into the air. 


Within 15 m inutes a fter the 
first alarm nine engine com ­ 
panies and three ladder com ­ 
panies w ere on the scene. 


L am phear said th at the fire 


w as the largest in U pland in 


25 years. The largest in the 


city w as 
in another 
w are­ 


house, at that tim e used for 
o r c h a r d products packing, 
th at 
burned to the 
ground. 
Ironically the Scheu Products 
Co. rebuilt the old burned-out 
w arehouse and now uses it 
for m anufacturing.

until 8 a.m . Sunday. Police 
officers blocked off A Street

L am phear 
said the floor of the building 
had very large holes in it 
caused by the fire and stacks 
of m etal ducts w ere ready to 
fall over.

Homework Lacking 
On Pesticides 


The “silent spring” syndrome which seems to 
dominate the controversy over chemicals and the 
environment has drawn a sharp challenge from a 
distinguished California scientist who holds that 
judgments are being made every day without the 
concerned parties really having done their home­ 
work. 


Such challenges aren’t new of course but they sel­ 
dom seem to get the attention they should. In the 
flap over mercury pollution, for example, warning 
flags have been fiown all over the map. And try to 
order a swordfish steak these days despite the fact 
that public health officials admit they don’t truly 
know what man’s tolerance for mercury in seafood 
is. 
Zeroing in on the argument over pesticides in food 
production—a debate being pursued even more vigo­ 
rously than that over mercury—Dr. Emil Mrak of 
the University of California holds that there is just 
no way the public can make an informed judgment 
on the issue. 


Mrak, retired chancellor at Davis and chairman 
of a federal pesticide advisory committee, says 
people still can’t know whether any particular pesti­ 
cide is “safe” or “unsafe.” 


This because there are no official government 
tests of the effects of additives or pesticides as they 
actually occur in food. Instead, the chemical is 
fed or injected into test animals in pure form, often 
in doses far larger than any that would be found 
normally. 


Yet some pesticides have been banned outright and 
some occupants of the platform continue to shout 
their implications that the farmers and the chemical 
industry are deliberately poisoning the public. 


Dr. Mrak says what’s needed is a new national 
pesticide laboratory to measure the long-term impact 
of pesticide residues. He criticized government for 
not establishing industry standards for safety testing 
and for not considering the dosage factor in its own 
tests and at the same time urged industry to come 
up with alternative research proposals. 


A 
national 
laboratory’, 
governed 
by 
repre­ 
sentatives of government universities, industry and 
consumers, is essential to end the confusion, Mrak 
holds. 


Those of us who still like our apples without 
worms and like to go catfishing in the Sacramento 
River delta without getting the whimwhams over- 
potential poisoning couldn’t agree more.

Im pact on Rolls 
As you look at the impact 
of the various state welfare 
rolls, H.R. I would bring Cali­ 
fornia’s already nation-lead­ 
ing welfare rolls up from 2,- 
061,800 to 2,444,400, at 19 per 
cent boost. 
Across the nation it is esti­ 
m ated 
that 
over 
8,000,000 
people in the South would be 
eligible for welfare, about 3,- 
700,000 in each of the North­

FPC Set Up Illegal Meeting 
With Gas Group Seeking Rise

As part of a Federal Power 
Commission effort to ram rod 
through a $4 billion gas rate 
increase, FPC officials set up 
an 
illegal, 
secret meeting 
with an industry spokesman 
only weeks before his case 
was to be heard. 
The clandestine affair was 
thwarted by a pro-consumer 
FPC 
official 
who 
charged 
that the secret session would 
violate FPC regulations and 
could lead to a sell-out to the 
natural gas industry. 
We learned of the meeting 
from a sheaf of confidential 
d o c u m e n t s which were 
slipped to us so that we might 
inform the public of the costly 
hornswaggle which would af­ 
fect half the United States. 
The plot to sock the Ameri­ 
can housewife with a whopp­ 
ing gas rate increase is a 
complicated affair, as we ex­ 
plained in earlier columns. 
What it boils down to is this: 
FPG Chairman John Nas- 
sikas and his pro-industry un­ 
derlings 
sought to grant $4 
billion worth of increases by 
using 
gas 
industry 
figures 
which they had already been 
told were unreliable. 
These figures — disputed by 
Nassikas’s 
own 
economic 
staff—attempt to show that 
the industry must get huge 
rate increases if it is to devel­ 
op new gas reserves. 
FPC rules clearly state that 
no staffer can meet off-the-re­ 
cord with a potential witness 
who is directly involved in a 
disputed case. This rule is de­ 
signed to prevent the FPC 
from giving away its case or 
making and deals with the po­ 
tent industries it is supposed 
to regulate. 
Yet Tom Joyce, head of the 
Bureau of Natural Gas. set up 
a closed door meeting be­ 
tween the FPC top brass and 
John Jacobs, the persuasive 
chairm an of 
the 
Gas 
Re- 
s e r v e s Committee of the 
American Gas Association. 
The 
conference 
was 
ex­ 
pressly designed to exclude 
conium er advocates such as 
the American Public Gas As­ 
sociation who were also par­ 
ties to rate cases. 
In a memo dated March 18, 


1970, FPC General Counsel 
Gordon Gooch, the very man 
charged with enforcing the 
commissin’s rules, gave the 
meeting his personal approv­ 
al. even though John Jacobs 
was scheduled to testify on 
the case on May 1,1970. 
On M arch 23, a few days 
before Jacobs was to huddle 
with his supposed regulators, 
an FPC official revolted. 
Haskell Wald, head of the 
FPC Office of Economics and 
long a fighter for the con­ 
sum er, outlined his apprehen­ 
sion in a confidential memo­ 
randum to General Counsel 
Gooch. 
“Impression of Collusion“ 
Wald’s memo is worth quot­ 
ing at length for it shows 
more vividly than any of the 
Nassikas Papers the Byzan­ 
tine world of the FPC, where 
pro-consumers and pro-indus- 
trv factions are locked in com­ 
bat. 
“ It will be a closed meet­ 
ing,” Wald wrote. ‘T h ere will 
be no transcript or official 
minutes and there will not 
even be a public announce­ 
ment that It is being held.” 
S o m e 
quarters 
already 
viewed the industry figures 
with intense suspicion,” Wald 
said. He warned of the “dang­ 
er of criticism if word of the 
meeting and the subjects dis­ 
cussed reaches outsiders.” 
Jacobs 
would 
be 
“clued 
in” by the meeting on what 
his testimony should be and 
might “ also gather sugges­ 
tions on how he should shape 
the responses on cross-exam­ 
ination. No other witness will 
be given this advantage ” 
Wald frankly suggested 
it 
might well “create an im­ 
pression of collusion.” Final­ 
ly, he said, such a meeting 
violated 
both written 
rules 
and 
“ definite 
instructions,” 
and therefore should be called 
off. 
Wald’s timely protest suc­ 
ceeded. The meeting was can­ 
celled a few days before it 
was to be held. 
Gooch asserted to m y asso­ 
ciate Les Whitten that he was 
“ responsible 
for 
calling 
it 
off.” 
He 
did 
not 
mention 


Her approval of the meeting. 
Nassikas has declined com­ 
ment. Jacobs was in Morocco 
and could not be reached.

We have now learned that 
the Brazilian dictatorship will 
receive a 
519,90^-ton sugar 
quota worth millions despite a 
Congressional edict from the 
House Agriculture Committee 
barring quotas to countries 
where the benefits don’t sift 
down to the people who grow 
the sugar. 
Instead, 
Brazil’s 
dictator­ 
ship sees to it that the sugar 
oligarchs 
in 
the 
northeast 
plantations get the sugar cash 
from the U.S. Few of the 
benefits reach the workers. 
When Professor Joe Page 
of Georgetown

and 10 Democrats. So it’s dif­ 
ficult to say it was a partisan 
m atter. 
Plainly the objective was to 
satisfy the “Anti-War” senti­ 
m ent in America and to m ake 
people believe th at somehow 
a step w as being taken that 
would end the the Vietnam 
w ar m ore quickly than other­ 
wise would be the case. 
Unprecedented Wording 


But the language of the 
am endment offered by Sena- 
ror Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, the Democratic leader 
which won a m ajority vote, is 
unprecedendented in history. 
For, while it doesn’t under­ 
take to com mand the Presi­ 
dent that he m ust withdraw 
American troops from Indo- 
China by a particular date, 
there is every effort to give 
the voters back home the im­ 
pression that pressure has 
been imposed by Congress on 
the chief executive to ac­ 
complish the sam e purpose. 


An exam ination of the text 
of the resolution reveals an 
attem pt to write a presiden­ 
tial “ Policy” as follows: 


“ It is hereby declared to be 
the policy of the United States 
to term inate at the earliest 
practicable date all m ilitary 
o p e r a t i o ns of the United 
States in Indo-China, and to 
provide for the prompt and 
orderly 
withdrawal 
of 
all 
United States forces not later 
than nine months after the 
date of enactm ent of this sec­ 
tion subject to the release of 
all American prisoners of w ar 
held by the government of 
North Vietnam and forces al­ 
lied with such government.” 
Certainly this is nothing to 
w h i c h the Nixon admin­ 
istration could object 
very 
much, because it already has 
announced that it expects to 
pull out the troops sometime 
in 1972, and a mere declar­ 
ation of “ policy” is vague. 
The Mansfield am endment 
goes on to say that Congress 
“ urges 
and 
requests” 
the 
President to implement the 
above-expressed “ policy” by 
initiating immediately certain 
actions. First, he is to set a 
final date as specified in the 
a m e n d m e n t for complete 
withdrawal contingent on the 
release of all American priso­ 
ners. 
The President then is told 
to 
negotiate 
with 
N o r t h 
Vietnamese government “ for 
an immediate cease-fire” and 


also for “ an agreem ent which 
would provide for a series of 
phased and rapid withdrawals 
of United States m ilitary for­ 
ces from Indo-China in ex­ 
change for a corresponding 
series of phased releases of 
American prisoners of war, 
and for the release of any re» 
m aining Am erican prisoners 
of w ar concurrently with th e ' 
withdrawal of all remaining 
m ilitary forces of the United 
States by not later than the 
date publicly proclaimed by 
the 
President 
pursuant 
tq 
paragraph (1) hereof or by 
such earlier date as may be 
agreed upon by the negotiat­ 
ing parties. 
But nothing in the amend­ 
ment says what the 
United 
States is supposed to do i f 
North 
Vietnam 
refuses 
to 
negotiate a cease-fire or the 
release of the prisoners and 
determ ines to wait until all 
American troops are actually 
withdrawn before any prison­ 
ers 
are returned. In other 
words, it m ight take a year 
or two before the Hanoi re­ 
gime wouldi begin to turn over 
its prisoner of w ar. If and 
when negotiations do begin, 
North Vietnam is likely to de­ 
lay making any prom ises as 
to what will be done until ev­ 
ery American soldier is out of 
Indo-China. 
No Assurance From Hanoi 
The Hanoi government now 
knows that the Senate is de­ 
term ined that 
the 
United 
States shall prom ise to with­ 
draw all forces quickly and 
by a fixed date. There is, 
however, no assurance that 
Hanoi will m ake a commit­ 
m ent as to the tim e when 
prisoners will 
be 
released. 
Meanwhile, South Vietnam is 
not going to accept without 
resistance attacks by North 
Vietnamese troops on its ter­ 
ritory. Congress would hardly 
try to stop the American gov­ 
ernm ent from keeping some 
forces in 
Indo-China which 
could assist the South Vietna­ 
mese in case North Vietnam 
suddenly starts a m ajor offen­ 
sive. 
President 
Nixon 
has 
planned to leave a “ residual 
force,” prim arily air 
units, 
for this purpose. 
The 
House 
of 
Repre­ 
sentatives may not accept the 
Senate resolution even if it 
does, there is no certainty 
what the Hanoi government is 
going to do. So the actual pol­ 
icy of the United States in 
Indo-China in the next year 
depends not so much on reso­ 
lutions in Congress but on the 
instructions received by the 
North Vietnamese from the 
Soviet Union and Red China, 
which 
are 
supplying 
them 
with their weapons of war.

By United Press International 
Henry Aaron is only No. 3, 
but he has decided to adopt a 
“ try harder” philosophy any­ 
way. 
Aaron, the slugging star of 
the Atlanta Braves* became 
incensed Sunday over an ar­ 
ticle in a local newspaper 
quoting an unnamed source 
as saying that “ Henry Aaron 
is overrated.” The end result 
was that Aaron went out and 
hit a pair of tworun homers 
off Gary Nolan, even though 
the Braves lost to the Cincin­ 
nati Reds 7-5. 
The two homers gave Aaron 


614 for his career, leaving 
him only 100 behind Babe 
Ruth’s record 714 total. Willie 
Mays of the San Francisco 
Giants is second with 641. 
“ When you are overrated, 
you’ve got to try harder,” 
was Aaron’s comment to the 
newspaper article. 
While Aaron has decided to 
show up his detractors, it 
seems that Nolan, only 23 
years old, has adopted a rath­ 
er strange philosophy. 
Nolan had a no-hitter for 6 
1-3 innings before Felix Mil- 
lan singled and Aaron hit his 
first homer of the game, and 


the right-hander was relieved 
in the ninth when Aaron once 
again belted a two-run homer.
